So that (I may 
ſay ) the former Impreſſion is no better than a Corrupted Fragment, or Foul 
Drauzbt,of what this Play was intended, and differing ſo much from what it now 
is, that ifthe Corrections, Expungings, and Additions,” be confider'd, itis al- 
moſt the one half otherwiſe. This hath made me likewiſe impoſea New Name 
upon it : for itisa Creature now wholly at my Diſpoſition, and belonging,to 
r9e,not as toa Plagiarie, but a Suſceptor, or Foſter-father, that has taken up i 
Child long ſince Ejeed by the True Parent. And my defire, is to have it 
ſhew as little Affinity and Reſemblance as is poſſible roits Anti-type ; whoſe 
Prejudices it can no way better remove from it {elf, than by ſhewing them Falſe, 
and Dcſpiſing them;
